_ New Yorx, June 13.—The six-story build- 
ing filled with sweater shops at 10 and 12 
‘Montgomery street caught fire at 8:30 0’clock 
‘this morning and in the wild rush to the 
* of the 250 people working there three 
. killed and several injured. The fre- 
men are still scouring the different floors of 
the burned building and itis probable that 
their search will result in adding to the 
death list. This morning after the fire had 
Been overcome it was impossible to identify 
one of the three bodies that lay horribly 
in the street. The dead are: 
Unknown woman, 80 years old. 
Unknown man, 40 years old. 
Unknown man, 28 years old. 
The injured, as far as can be learned, are: 
Gussie Angustorsky, 20 years old, of 84 
Buffolk street. She jumped from the second- 
story fire escape. Her legs are fractured. 
Unknown man; has scalp wounds and is so 
Gazed that he does not know his name, 
‘where he lives or what happened him. They 
were sent to Gouverneur Hospital. 
Besides these many people suffered slight 
injury in scrambling and falling down the 
fire-escapes. The blaze started on the first 
floor, Where the Schevicks people were at 
work. The inmates were men, women and 
children of all ages. It is supposed that the 
Aro started from the stove for heating irons. 
‘Thestove was near the stairway,and in a 
few seconds the flames shot up as far as the 
third and fourth floors, Thenthe panic fol- 
lowed. The inmates, who were Polish He- 
Drews and excitable under any circum- 
, Stances, were maddened. There was no es- 
Cape from the rear ofthe building. No fire- 
escapes were there, and if they were tbere 
Was no way totake advantage of them, for 
the iron shutters spikedin all the windows 
on the rear side. The 250 people rushed to 
the fire-escape in front and fought there like 


demons. 
The whole front of the building was alive 


with men and women. All were fighting for 
places on the fre escapes. The women ap- 
peared to be more composed than the men, 
forthe latter fought furiously. One would 
make an attempt to go down h the 
manhole in the fire escape and a | would 
un bim back. The ladder had not yet been 
lowered from the nrst floor fire escape to the 
pavementand thirty people were huddled 
‘together there. Some girls here lowered 
themselves through the manhole dy their 
hands and dropped to the street without 
sustaining any great injury. That was the 
situation when the first policemen arrived on 
the scene. The officer tells what then 
happened: 
ust as I ran in front ot the building the 
~ flames burst like a rocket from the second 
and third floors and leaped out nearly 
across the street. The excitement that had 
existed was outdone a hundred times by the 
panic which followed. There was no longer 
any fighting on the fire escapes. The people 
dashed through the manholesin the fire es- 
capes like rats running from danger. They 
fell on each other’s heads as they came down 
and were piled tiers deep. The ladder from 
the first Are escape was not 
yet lowered. The little balcony over- 
flowed, andthen men and women jumped 
tothe pavement. The first to jump was a 
large woman. She lighted on the iron rail- 
ing in front of the building and rolled over at 
my feet dead. A man jumped further into 
the street and his head struck the pavement. 
His skull was crushed in and he never moved. 
Asecond man followed him in an instant. 
He, too, struck his head, but did not die im- 
lately. A young girl was the fourth to 
out.

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Sorely Wounded, Bandit Evans 
Tields to His Pursuers. 


Both of the Desperate California Train- 
Robbers Behind Prison Bars, 


SONTAG BEGGED TO BE KILLED 
SAVED FROM CAPTURE. 


AND 


Pierced by Many Bullets, There Is Little 
Prospect of His Recovery—Evans, 
Though Shotin Many Places, May Yet 
Pull Through and Mount the Seaff Id 
Trustiug Eva, the Bride-to-Be of the 
Dying Eandit. 


VISALIA, Cal., June 18.—Chris Evans, the 
train robber who escaped Sunday night after 
the fight with the deputy marshals in which 
John Sontag, hiscompanion in crime, was 
mortally wounded, has been captured. 
Though he is not as seriously wounded as 
Sontag, heig in a frightful condition. He 
hasone shattered arm, a shot through 
another and one of his eyes is shot out. Not- 
withstanding his grievous injuries Evans 
was able to walk upto the second story of 
the jall, where he is now safe behind the 
bars. 

John Sontag is very low this morning and 18 
not expected to survive his wounds long. 
Officer Jackson, who was wounded in Sunday 
night’s battle, and whose leg was amputat- 
ed, passed a good night and will recover. 

And thus closes an important chapter in 
the bloody career of the Collis train robber, 
and revives interest in the remarkable life 
story of the leader of the bandits. 

EVANS TWENTY YEARS AGO. 

It was twenty years ago that Chris Evans 
came to Tulare County. He came with his 
blankets on his back. He came to work. He 
could do rough carpentering, knew how to 
handle horses and was generally just such a 
man as would be needed about a new com- 
munity. 

After a time Chris got a job on or near 
the Rattlesnake ranch—old Byrd’s place up 
in the mountains in the Nigger Creek coun- 
try. Hisindustry had given him a better 
footing than other farm hands, and directly 
he became almost an elder brother to the 
numerous sons and daughters on the ranch. 
Quite naturally, when pretty Mary Byrd 
grew up, and before other lovers appeared, 
Chris made himself still nearer one of the 
family—he married Mary Byrd. She was 
only 15 then, but she was a woman at that 
age, and she was a good wife to Chris Evans 
and he was a good husband to her. 

It was during his wood-chopping days that 
anew phase in Evans’ character came out. 
One of the woodsmen had severed an artery 
fn his leg by a glancing blow of his ax and 
dying rapidly asked for a priest. There was 
no priest within eighty miles, but Chris 
Evans stepped tothe dying man’sside. He 
sent the others away, heard the poor ax- 
man’s confession, shrived him and with the 
administration of extreme unction his soul 
passed out among the pines. 

**I did bim just as much good and he’ll 
never know the difference,’’:said the wood- 
chopper to those Wo had opened their 
mouths In wonderment to hear him solemnly 
deliver the rolling words of the dead tongue: 

In explanation of his strange action, Evaas 
told the foreman of the woodchoppers that 
he had been educated for the priesthood in 
Canada. 

Evans made more money than he had made 
before, but he had others to care for now, 
and there was pot much to putaside. He 
did some farming over on Tule River, but 
that helped him little. Finally old Byrd died 
and the widow moved down to Visalia. Ev- 
ans got a piece of land next to hers and 
brought his family there. 

THE SONTAGS. 

Then John and George Sontag came out 
from the East. And they worked with Chris 
Evans and be introduced them to his house- 
hold. Chris, by this time a sturdy, middle- 
aged man, had established a character in the 
community. He was a solid man—a man of 
sense and judgment, and his friends, the 
Sontags, were steady boys. 

Everybody knew how it was between John 
and Eva. She was the oldest child—a 
slender, but strong slip of a girl with clear 
eyes anda resolute little mouth. The tall, 
quiet young man was waiting for her. 

One day there came the news of a train 
wreck and robbery. Two young men had 
been slain by the ruthless plunderers. Fa- 
ther and John we re away when it happened. 
When they returned they were told ofthe 
awful crime at Pixley. The robbers had es- 
caped and the country was full of men bunt- 
ing them. The young men of the town or- 

anized into posses and scoured the valleys. 

aturally they went to Evans—steady, cool 
courageous Cbris, the man of men to head 
a@ party in this man hunt. 

o, Chris would not go. Others might see 
their way clear to risk their lives, but ne had 
his family to consider; he would not go.

One day there came news of another train 
robbery. The robbers had shot a man, and 
had carried away bills and money away up 
into the thousands, and again the countty 
was covered with man hunters, and the pret- 
ty town where dwelt Evans and his, friends 
was astonished when the trail of the robbers 
was followed right into its streets. People 
looked Into One another’s faces, and the 
stanch, steadfast men of the town sought by 
themselves to und the villains, and Evens 
consulted with them and gave his advice and 
his opinion. 

It biew over after atime. Chris Evans and 
John 5 pooled their funds and went to 
Modesto. mer started a livery stable, and 
people were stirred by this exhibition of in- 
dustry. Two men who could save enough 
money for such an enterprise and supportea 
family besides out of their earningsas day 
laborers deserved to succeed. 

The stable burned down, but it was in- 
sured, and the two friends returned to Visa- 
lia, 60 they lived on. respected by their 
eae and a credit to the town.

THE CAPTURE OF EVANS. | 

Light Perxins, Who Hves in Wiicox Canon, 
Close to where Sunday nigut's fight occurred, 
arrived here at 11 o’olock last night and noti- 
ned the authorities that Evans was at his 
house badly wounded and could de 
taken. A posse which was immediately 
started out reached Perkins’ place about 2 
2 o’clock this morning. hen Evans, who 
was in bed, heard that the officers had ar- 
rived he sent word to them that he would 
surrender, and gave up his pistol, his only 
remaining weapon. 

Speaking of the fight of Sunday, the 
wounded outlaw said the officers opened fire 
first, and that he was shot twice, but re- 
turned the fire. He reported how, after

I am shot to pieces, said Sontag, and 
can't stand it. Ifyou think anything of me, 
Chris, shoot me.“ 

Evans did not reach Perkins’ house until 
after daylight yesterday morning, accom- 
plishing tus trip with great difficulty. The 
wound under his eye almost blinded him, 
and hewas almost exhausted from lossof 
blood. He could not go far before he was 
obliged to lay down on the ground and rest, 

AN EAST PREY. 

When the officers arrived at Perkins’ place 
Evans was lying on a cot, his hand and arms 
bandaged, a forlorn looking individual. He 
was unable to make resistance had he de- 
siredto. He was immediately bundled into 
a spring wagon and started for town, Sheriff 
Hall riding along with the driver. The 
arrest Was made abonutilo’clock. They were 
four hours reaching Visalia, 

When Hall walked into the room where 
Evans was, he gaid: ‘‘You’re my prisoner, 
Chris, and he answered, All right, Billy.’ 

Asked if he had arms, he said he had a pis- 
tol under his pillow. Evans left the place of 
Sunday night’s tragedy about 8 o'clock and 
it took him until daylight to reach the 
Perkins place, a distance of six miles. He 
entered the house and without being 
heard. The first the Perkinses knew of what 
had eccurred was they found blood at 
the well, and going up-stairs 
found Evans n d. They asked 
him to deliver himself up, Dut he refused 
saying he would get wellin a few days and 
leave the country. Evidently the Perkins 
family labored with him all day, as it was 11 
o’clock at night before Eli Perkins camedown 
and gave information.

TO MAKE THE’ DESERT ‘BLOSSOM. 


An Irrigation Dam Which When Com- 
pleted Will Hola 8,000,000,000 Gallons 


Over 4,000 feet about the sea and nearly 
6,000 feet below the great peak of San Jacinto 
in Riverside County, there has now reached 
the height of 110 feet what is probably the 
best built dam in America. It is in a very 
narrow gorge of solid rock and built of blocks 
of granite from three to five tons each, no 
small stone being used. The spaces between 


these are filled with rich concrete, mixed by 
machinery and rammed into place by steel 
rods. This makes what the Trrigation Age 
calls a monolith ofthe whole structure, with 
the advantage of having more flexibility than 
any other dam of equal strength could 
Its factor of safety is very 
its pecullar construction 
it as nearly earthgquak 
proof as it is possible fora dam to bo. ith 
stone of such size it could stand fora long 
time a very heavy overflow, but an ample 
waste way will be provided. It will be car- 
ried to a height of 150 teet, where it will hold 
8,000,000,000 gallons. It may be built still 
higber if necessary. Though so hign, it Is 
not very expensive on account of the gorge 
being very narrow for the first 100 feet. The 
watershed is over 100 square miles of as good 
mountain watershed asthereis in this part 
of the State, It is all high mountain, with 
steep slopes and an average rainfall of about 
forty-five inches in six months, When the 
gate was shut a few days ago one storm filled 
ittoa depth of ninety feet, making à lake 
some two miles long. The lowest summer 
flow is enough to balance the evaporation, 
While the average will furnish a 
large amount of spring and early summer 
water after the lake is full. This water will 
be used upon what is called the meza in the 
rich valley of San Jacino. In this valley are 
many thousand acres of the richest land,and 
250 artesian wells are there pouring out over 
2,000 inches of water. This will build up one 
of the most prosperous settlements in the 
new county, with quitea town and alfalfa 
flelds and orchards on every hand. On the 
west, and some twenty to forty feet above 


the main valley where the artesian belt is, | 


lie some 30, 000 acres of Dench land that, with 
water, is the finest of fruit land, and upon 
which the artesian water cannot be tdken. 
Upon this the water from Lake Hemett will 
be led by pipeand cement ditch and flume 
down the canon with a fall of 2,500 feet ina 
few miles, which will give power enough to 
run electric. roads and lighting plants, 
besides considerable for manufacturing. 
Upon this mesa or benen land the compan 
already some 8,000 acres of choice 
over which it will distribute water, and it 
will undoubtedly sell water to the adjacent 
lands ifthe owners prefer to keep them in- 
stead of selling themtothe company. While 
considerable has been done here in the past 
without any irrigation, the use of water so 
far surpasses the best results without it that 
the saie of all the water they can reservoir is 
assured. This type of dam was selected 
mainly on account of its economy of cement. 
The hauling of cement upa long mountain 
road was a serious item. But this is not its 
only advantage. It is much stronger than 
ordinary rubbie 2 less apt to crack 
under any sudden shock, and also heavier 
for the same bulk of material. Where a sav- 
age stream has to be fought 
and there is any question about 
the sufficiency of the waste way it is the best 
type of dam ifthe cleava the rock will 
blocks.

THIRTEEN INSTITUTIONS DECIDE SON A 
PROTECTIVE COURSE. 


Movement to Check Any Panic Which 
Might Take Place Among Savings De- 
positors—Sixty Days’ Notice Required 
From All Holders of Certificates—List 
of Recent Failures. 


Derroit, Mich., June 18.—For some time 
there bas been an uneasy feeling in the bank 
atmosphere of this city, occasioned by the 
numerous failures in savings institutions 
that have recently occurred throughout the 
country, especially in the West: Although

To stop the withdrawal of de- 
posits and locking up of currency in a time of finan- 
cial stringency, the undersigned bankers re- 
spectively decide, in the event of unusual demands 
upon them, and to insure equal protection to all 
their depositors, to require the notice provided for 
in the by-laws of the several banks. 

We wouid, therefore, ask our depositers to review 
the situation calmly, and accept with patience our 
action, whieh is taken in our mutual interest and 
for the benefit of the community at large.

It was not for the want of money 
that we took this action, for we could have 
secured enough to have paid every de ltor, 
bat we did not think this the wisest plan. 


A BUN AT KANSAS CITY. 


Depositors of the Sefe Deposit and Sav- 
ings Bank Grew Anxious: 


Kansas Oity, Mo., June 13,—EKarly this 
morning a run was started on the Kansas 
City Safe Deposit and Savings Bank, the 
largest savings bank in Missouri. 
Before the doors of the dank were 
opened people were on hand waiting to get 
in and as soon as the doors opened a rush 
was made for the paying teller’s window. 
The bank promptly met all claims, but as 
the crowd grew large and it seemed 


evident a run was on, the bank issued a no- 
tice to depositors that it would en- 
force the rule requirin thirty days’ 
notice of withdrawal of deposits. The 
crowd continued to grow larger and 
pues were finally called in to keep the crowd 
ncheck. Tue action of the Board of Direc 
tors In requiring thirty days’ notice checked 
the run, but the crowd continued to grow large 
until 1 p. m., when all evidence of a run h 
disappeared. The bank is considered per- 
fectly solvent and has successfully withstood 
two runs in the past. Two 
ears ago, when the American 

ational Bank falled,a run was started on 
the Savings Bank wnich lasted three days 
during which time the bank met all 
claims. Therun this morning is considered 
nothing more than a storm in a teacup by 
conservative men, who say there is no cause 
for alarm. 


PANIC AT OMAHA, 


A Run on Several Banks Follows the 
Failure of the McoCagues: 


OMAHA, Neb., June 13,.—There was a run on 
every savings bank in the city this morning, 
precipitated by the failure of the McCague 
Savings Bank yesterday, followed by 
the downfall of the American National, 
in which the McOagues are largely 
interested. This morning it was unofiicially 
stated that yesterday the Olearing- house As- 
sociation agreed by its members, of 
which the American National is one, 
but when the assets of the 
bank came to de examined they 
were pronounced not good enough and 
the ald of the associated banks was withheld.

A great amount of uneasiness is just now 
being manifested in the Street Department 
among the sprinkling inspectors.

The Mayor of Moberly Explains.

Removal of Garbage. 

At the meeting of the Board of Health next 
Thursday afternoon Col. Ed Butler, garbage 
contractor, will be called upon to hand in a 
sworn statement of the number of teams and 


carts he has at present hauling garbage. 
Complaints of the careless and indifferent 
manner in which the men have been doing 
their work of late have grown so numerous 
that the members of the Board of Health 
have reached the conclusion that some means 
must be devised to enforce better service 
from Mr. Butler or get others to 
Go it. The Garbage Inspector at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Board of Health 
handed in a report through Health Commis- 
sioner Homan, containing a list of alleys in 
various sections of the city from which the 
garbage had not been removed as called for 
in the contracts. He suggests that the 
garbage collectors should give specific 
notices of the days on which they will make 
their calls, so that housekeepers will be 
ready for them.

Hie Position Since May 1 Not an Enviable

Wortp’s Fan Grounps, CHIcaco, l., 
June 13.—Much needed money is now flowing 
into the Treasury of the Exposition as a re- 
sult ofthe largely increased attendance of 
visitors. No one welcomes the change more 
than Treasurer Seeberger, whose position 
since May 1 has not been an enviable one. 
The Exposition has been short of ready 
money to liquidate its obligations to con- 
tractors and employes, and it is not 
out of the woods yet dy any means. 
Bank and ‘commercial failures in this region 
and the panicky feeling among savings bank 
depositors which has just subsided, have 
made it impossible for the Exposition corpo- 
ration to borrow any large sum of money 
and the directors have stack manfully to the 
pay-as-you-go policy, having confidence ina 
speedy and permanent change in the num- 
ber of paid adnfissions. The 100,000 mark has 
been passed at the gates several times and 
yesterday’s attendance of 108, isaccepted 
as an indication of an era of perity and 
a plentitude of cash to pay off all out- 
standing dills. 

There ig much discontent among the 
workmen on the pay rollofthe Fair on ac- 
count of the order jst issued by the Di- 
rector of Works reducing the force to an 
— waee basis and eight hours’ pay. 
They have been working ten hours for eleven 
hours’ pay. There is talk of striking, but 
such a step is lixely to result inthe strikers 
being puton an indefinite vacation Dasis 
without pay. 

The railroads, which are members of the 
Central Traffic Association, will begin ran- 
ning single fare excursions into the terminal 
station atthe Fair to-morrow from points 
within the association territory, the tickets 
being good for four days.

IN ENGLISH PRISONS. 


A Letter From Gresham Relating to Dr. 
Gallagher and Others. 


New York, June 13.—T. St. John Gaffney, 
who was deputed a few years ago by the 
Political Prisoners’ Amnesty Association of 
Ireland to bring the protracted imprison- 
ment of Dr. Gallagher and others to the at- 
tention of the Secretary of State and did 60 
during the secretaryship of James G. Blaine 
and John W. Foster, received the following 
from Secretary Gresham: 


Yoursto the President under date of April 14, 
1893, has been referred to this department fer con- 
sideration and answer. You therein refer tothe 
continued imprisonment in Englaud under penal 
life sentences of Dr. Thomas Gallagher and two 
ether American citizens, convicted of cemplicity in 
the dynamite conspiracy of 1883, and invoke re- 
newed representations through the Ambassador, 
Mr, Bayard, for clemency to those unfortunate men. 
The President recal!s and still feels the sentiments 
he testified in favor of those convicts during nis 
last term ef office. The failure of the kindiy 
efforts he put forth during her majesty'’s jubilee 
year and the positive declarations against the 
exercises of clemency in this regard made by Mr, 
Asquith, the present Home Sccretary, when the 
question of commuting the sentences of these chief 
convicts bt under consideration last winter. wake 
it highiy Derr that fresh endeevors now 
would ~ Bite with any better result in the case of the 
men who are regarded by the British Government 
as the leading and atrocious offenders: Mr. Bayard 
is familiar with the facts of the matter and will be 
imstructed to report any more favorable disposition 
which may be manifested by her majesty’s advisers 
in regard to Dr. Gallagher and his associates and 
to take advantage of any disposition he may discover 
toextend tothem the same grace which has been 
lately shown to some of their less conspicuous 17 
low convicts,

MUBDERED AN INFANT SISTER. FUENTE MINE DISASTER, 


Preliminary Hearing of Supt. George 


Spencer. 

PIEDRAS NEGRAS, Mexico, June 13.—Supt. 
George Spencer of the Fuente Coal mines, 
charged with murdering sixteen miners in 
the minea week ago, is having his prelim- 
inary hearing. He is out ona $10,000 bond 
looking afterthe duties of the mine, but is 
watched day and night by guards. A week 
ago one of the mines caught fire, and seeing 
thatthe fire was past control, Mr. Spencer 
concluded that the only way to save the 
miners, or even their bodies, lay in checking 
the fire. He therefore ordered the walling of 
the entries and airshaft. Tons of gravel 
poured into the lattor cut off the blast, while 
walls at either tunnel shut off the inrushing 
air. Sixteen miners were suffocated and 


burned to death, and Mr. Spencer is being 
tried for the murder of the employes. 


THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY CO. 


Will Erect a Building at Port Tampa City 
for Headqaarters. 


Port TAMPA, Fla., June 18.—A deed for 
block No. 119 in Port Tampa City for a con- 
sideration of $7,825 to Thomas Sullay of New 
Orleans has been filed with the Register of 
Deeds for Hillsborough County. It is 
rumored, and the rumor seems well founded, 
that the Loulsiana Lottery Co. will, on or 
avout Dec. 1, 1893, begin the erection of a 
brick Duilding there covering the entire 
block.
